HALF WITTED, NEWSBOY CONFESS- 
ES TO KILLING DAYTON GIRL. 


Gives Movements on Night of Crime 
with Such Detail That Officials De- 
clare They Have Right Manz, Al- 
theugh No Charge Has Been Filed 
Against Him—Friends Assert His 
Story Is but Result of Disordered 
Mind—He Is Given to Wild Stories. 


Dayton. 0O., Dec. 7.—[Special.}—David 
Curtis, aged 27 years, a half-witted news- 
boy, today voluntarily confessed to the mur- 
der of Dona Gilman on Nov. 20, a crime that 
had baffled every effort of the authorities to 
solve and was the most brutal in the history 
of Montgomery county. 

Curtis made his confession early this morn- 
ing to County Detective McBride, Coroner 
Kline, Detective Coleman of the Pinkerton 
agency, and Prosecuting Attorney Nevin. 
He told his story with an elaboration and 
completeness in detail that leads the officials 
to deckare there can be no doubt that Curtis 
is the murderer. 

Accompanied by detectives and the coroner, 
Curtis was taken to the scene ofthe killing 
this afternoon. There he told how. he had 
approached Miss Gilman, took hold of her 
umbrella with one hand,. seized -her throat 
with the other, and dragged her up!the em- 
bankment for twenty feet. 

He asserted’ that he then closed the um- 
brella and cast it to one side while still hold- 
ing thé girl by the throat. 

After she was dead he sald that he was 
fille? with remorse and knelt by the body and 
cried. Then fright followed and he took the 
bo¢cy in his arms and carried it across the 
street and placed it where it was found later. 


Brother Swears to Charge. 

A formal charge of murder was placed 
against Curtis, who was committed to the 
county jail to await arraignment tomorrow. 
The warrant was sworn to by Collinge Gilman, 
a brother of the girl. 

On the other hand, there is Curtis’ weak- 
mindedness to militate against his story. 
His foster father, James Curtis,’a painter, 
who lives mear the Scidiers’ home, says the 
young man had the habit of telling wild 
stories of his achievements, in none of which 
was there any possibility. At times he 
labored under the delusion that he was a 
great detective. 

Among newsboys Curtis was known as 
“ Baby Dave.” Many of those who knew him 
declare his story is partly the result of his 
disordered imagination, and that he really 
had no connection with the crime. His em- 
ployer furnishes a complete alibi for him. 


Girl Strangled Near Home. 

Miss Gilman, a 20 year old girl, was as- 
saulted and strangled to death within fifty 
yards of her home while returning from work. 
Her body was discovered by her 16 year old 
brother Collins on the following Thursday 
morning in a vacant lot nearly opposite the 
Gilman house. 

The spot was in plain view of passersby and 
occupants of neighboring houses. The au- 
thorities for awhile were inclined to believe 
that some members of the family were im- 
plicated in the murder and that the evidences 
of criminal] assauit haa been framed up to 
cover their tracks. 

The girl bore a fine reputation. Her fellow 
employés at a cash register factory sub- 
scribed $4,000 as a reward for the capture of 
the murderer. 


RUMOR OF POLICEMEN’S UNION. 


Bluecoats Said to Be Preparing to Affil- 
iate with Chicago Federatiorm 
of Labor. 


Reports are in circulation among labor men 
that the policemen, following the lead of the 
flremen, will seek affiliation with the federa- 
tion of labor. 

According to the story, labor agents now 
are organizing a number of the policemen 
into a union, which is to be taken into the 
federation shortly after the beginning of the 
new year. 

Sergeant Jerry Horrigan, treasurer of the 
Policemen’s Benevolent association, denied 
the report last night, declaring his opinion 
that the policemen have no business in the 
labor movement. Secretary Nockels of the 
federation of labor also said he was unable 
to confirm the rumor.

Admits Is Is Badly Battered by Some 
Newspapers, and Declares the Next 
Great War in This Country Will Be 
for the Purpose of Recovering the 
Lost Art of Privacy—Brass Band 
Methods Give Europe Strange Im- 
pression. 


Hamilton Wright Mabie, critic and philos- 
opher, believes idealism is still alive in 
America. He came from New York to tell 
the Twentieth Century club of this cheering 
conclusion at a meeting held last evening at 
the residence of Franklin H. Head, 2 Bank 
street. 

“It is a great pleasure,”’ the speaker be- 
gan, “ to speak to you on idealism in Ameri- 
can life, because s0 many people say there 
isn’tany. And tomorrow morning, when you 
open youg Daily Phonograph and see a 
record of every form of violation of the 
higher instincts of mankind, you may believe 
it, too. Sometimes when we read the morn- 
ing papers it seems as if all the men who 
weren't speculating had run away with other 
men’s wives. 


Declares Art of Privacy Lost. 

“The next great war in this country, my 
friends, is going to be a war to recover the lost 
art of privacy. It is not that there areso many 
more indiscretions committed in America 
than ih other countries. But, my friends, the 
American newspaper is the most omnivorous 
reporter of affairs ever devised by mortal 
man. 

‘As a matter of fact, as I see it today, we 
have no more cause for self-complacency 
than has France, or Germany, or England. 
The only difference is, our self-satisfaction is 
£0 vocal as compared with that of the others. 

‘* and no judgments are so easy as national 
judgments. A Washington woman remarked 
the other day that gloves are much cheaper 
in Paris than in America, and that therefcre 
our American civilization isa failure! I won- 
der if our neighbors jJucge us that Wa yee 

“ Sometimes it has seemed to me that the 
less an American is qualified to represent his 
country in Europe the more comspicuous he 
is. A man returned from a Paris concert 
disgusted. ‘There wasn't any concert,’ he 
exoraimed. ‘There was nothing but a let of 
fiddles! Where I come from nothing but a 
brass band is a concert!’ 


American Holler Far Reaching. 

‘Tt is the brass band America that has con- 
veyed to Eugope the impression of a halcyon 
and vociferous appreciation of its own vir- 
tues. It's the American holler that is heard 
on the other side of the water. 

‘‘ Are Americans materialists?’’ the speak- 
er went on. “If you look at their occupa- 
tions,. yes... But have we not the dramatic 
that comes with grappling with the human 
problem in its largest possible dimensions? 
After all, it is not the setting that counts. 
It is not a question of the beauty of the stage. 
It is a question of the action that is going on 
on it. 

“ Our democratic form of government is the 
most audacious piece of practical idealism 
ever perpetrated. Governments differ in the 
number of people they trust. Ours is the 
most gigantic credit system ever devised. 
That was a wise Englishman who said: * The 
chief characteristic of the United States is 
“that it is always going to the devil and never 


getting there.'”’ 


COURT LECTURES LAWBREAKER 


Judge Landis Fines Evanston Man and 
Says He Expects Rectitude from 
Social Standing. 


Walter M. Dean of Evanston, the Chicago 
agent of the Canton Rubber company, with 
offices at 412, 180 Dearborn street, was fined 
$2,500 in the United States District court yes- 
terday morning. Dean was indicted on a 
charge of conspiring to violate the federal 
law governing interstate traffic in articies 
used for immoral purposes. 

Judge Landis, in summing up the case, sald 
witnesses had told of the social standing of 
Dean. He said such argument had no weight 
with the court.

Mrs. De Young fought, her assajlant, using 
the milk pail and the lantern as weapons, 
but the negro overpowered her and left her 
unconscious. When she regained conscious- 
ness she.made her way te the residence of 
her nearest neighbor, a block away and told 
what had happened. 

The police of the Kensington station were 
called, but a,search failed to result in the 
negro’s captufe. Neighbors, angered by the 
assault, took up the search with the police.

BAR ASSOCIATION HEAD SUED. 


Miss Walletta Yeakle, Claimant to Part 
of Cline Estate, Begins Action for 
Libel Against F. J. Loesch. 


Walletta M. Yeakle, who has a suit pending 
against the trustees of the estate of George 
T. Cline, began a libel suit for $10,000 yes- 
terday against Frank J. Loesch, president of 
the Chicago Bar, association. 

The libel suit is based on published state- 
ments attributed to Loesch that Miss Yeakle 
sued the Cline estate In the hope that the 
threat of litigation would compel the trustees 
to pay her a sum of money. Miss Yeakle’s 
moth r, Caroline Schwerdtfeger of Lincoln, 
Tll., said the statement alleged to have been 
made by Loesch was a gross misrepresenta- 
tion. :

Later in the day she called at 
Hennig’s apartment. She is a stenographer 
in the office where Hennig and O'Connor have 
been holding*fcrth in lower Broadway re- 
cently. 

To Emil Fuchs, his counsel, O'Connor inti- 
mated he had been ‘‘ done ’’ by Hennig, and 
two or three of the prisoner’s friends who 
drifted into court said the samething. These 
friends. declared Hennig did not dare press 
the charge against O'Connor. O’Connor, they 
said, knew altogether too much about him 
for that. The police, nevertheless, will push 
the case, 

Chicago Career Stormy. 

Hennig had a stormy career in Chicago. 
For several years he operated a bucket shop 
at La Salle and Van Buren streets, and his 
exploits in thie line were the ‘most brilliant 
things of the sort that ever happened in Chi- 
CaRgzo.~. 

The system of bucket shops which he ran 
consisted of 387 offices, which covered an im- 
mense territory south and .weat from Chi- 
cago. He had offices in Chicago which cost 
him in rentals alone’ $50,000 a year. He paid 
rentals of $200,000 a year for leased wires. 
Yet it ile estimated he cleaned up in the 
course of his career in Chicago between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 

In 1898 he was sentenced by the United 
States court to a year’s confinement in the 
county jail at Ottawa, Hil. His jail *‘ confine- 
ment’’ was a farce, and it was declared at the 
time that he served his sentence at Ottawa 
with the brilllancy of his bucket shop career 
in Chicago. 

Hennig was a federal prisoner, but the sher- 
iff’s consideration for the man, who was 
known as the “ bucket shop king,’’ so elimi- 
nated the rigors of jail life that Hennig had 
to report at the jail only three times a day, 
The facts connected with his farcical con- 
finement were made public when Hennig was 
seen leading a July 4 parade mounted ona 
white charger. 

Called It Persecution. 

Hennig deciared. his arrest was persecution 
and that he was an honest man. He boasted 
of having $700,000 of his customers’ money 


on hand at the time of his arrest and that 
every cent was returned to the owners, 
He sald he pleaded guilty to keeping a

homes. I got a divorce from him four weeks 
ago, and.I feel that he received his just 
deserts. 

Does Not Blame Campbell. 

“ He ruined the Campbell home and I can- 
not blame Mr. Campbell for shooting him. 
Dr.. Harris followed me home Thankagiving 
night and wanted me to go back to him, but 
E refused to talk to him, for I couldn’t bear 
the thought of it. And yet, even though 
divorced, I feel just a little concern for his 
welfare. I wonder if there is any chance 
for him to live? He probably will send for 
me to come to the hospital, but I don’t know 
what I shall do ebout that. 

“It is terrible that innocent people must 
be drawn into such an affair, but the wrongs 
that are committed seem to pursue others, 
too. I wish I could be saved from itall. O, 
God, it is terrible. And to think that I should 
see him carried out on a stretcher after the 
shooting. O, why did he come up to the of- 
fice! He had no reason to come up there. 
And to think that he should have intruded!"* 
~Mre. Harris said that before she was di- 
vorced she had lived with Dr. Harris fortwo 
and a half years. 

Mrs. Harris last night begged to be allowed 
to see her divorced husband, but the hospital 
authorities would not allow him to be dis- 
turbed. 

Two Bullets Through Abdomen. 

After Dr. Harris’ wounds had been dressed 
temporarily in one of the offices of the build- 
ing he was taken to the Post Graduate hog- 
pital, 2400 Dearborn street. Here an ex- 
amination by Dr. F. A. Besley disclosed the 
fact that two of the bullets had passed 
through the abdomen, perforating the in- 
testines. Another had passed through the 
right hand, which had been raised’in an effort 
to ward off the attack, and another had 
glanced off of the spinel column. 

While the physicians who attended him 
said that he hada “ fighting chance ’’ ‘of re- 
covery, little hope is held out by them. 

Little by Httle the story of the domestic 
troubles that have been brought to a climax 
by the shooting has been woven together vines 
the attack of the afternoon’ 

It was about fifteen years ago st Dr. 
Harris settled in Antigo as a practicing phy- 
sicilan. He became the medical adviser of 
the Campbell family. At that time Camp- 
bell owned a little mill at Polar, a village 
north of Antigo. He still owns the mill but 
now also is superintendent for the T. D. Kel- 
loge Lumber company, which has offices at 
that place. 

Dr. Harris was married when he first ar- 
rived in Antigo, but hig wife did not remain 
there long. She filed suit and was granted 


the 


a divorce on practically the same grounds 
as those upon which the second Mrs, Harris 
later obtained a decree—extreme and re- 
peated cruelty. Other allegations were 
made in the complaint, but it was upon this 
orie that the divorce was granted. 

A’ few years later Dr. Harris left Antigo 
and went to Ashland, Wis., where he prac- 
ticed medicine for some years. From there 
he went to St. Louis, where about three 
years ago he met the woman who later be- 
came his wife. A few months later he came 
to Chicago. 

In Chicago Dr. Harris and his wife lived 
together at 2123 Michigan avenue a short 
time. Then their differences became so se- 
rious that he left her and took up his resl- 
dence at the Hotel Bristol, Thirty-first street 
and Indiana avenue. He received his mail 
at the Elks’ headquarters in Washington 
street, keeping his real address, for some 
reason, a secret. 


Mrs. Harris Finds Letters. 

According to the bill of complaint filed by 
Mrs. Harris in her pléa for divorce, which 
was granted her by Judge Windes Nov. 16, 
she found a love letter in Dr. Harris’ posses- 
sion on the firet day of their honeymoon. 
This letter, she believed, was from Mra. 
Campbell. 

This letter, and others which followed; cast 
a cloud on Mrs. Harris’ happiness, and she 
declared in court that whenever she men- 
tioned the matter to her husband she was 
cruelly treated and abused in many ways. 

Meanwhile, Campbell had learned of Mrs. 
Harris’ complaint against her husband, in 
which his wife's name was drawn, and he 
began an investigation. A south side private 
detective agency was employed for the col- 
lection of evidence, Mrs. Harris was azeked 
for evidence, and just about the time that 
Judge Windes granted a divorce to Mrs. 
Harris Campbell filed suit for divorce against 
his wife. 

Campbell’s Divorce Bill. 

In the complaint filed in the courts at An- 
tigo, Campbeil charged that his wife hed as- 
sociated with Dr. Harris, had written letters 
to him begging him to return to the village 
and settle there, and that she had in other 
ways shown her affection for him. 

The case had been set for a hearing during 
the January term of court. Campbell's coun- 
sel, Henry Hay, who alro is district attorney 
of Langlade county, Wis., was completing 
the search for evidence, and the taking of 
Mrs. Harris’ deposition wae to have finished 
the preparation.

It was passed after a vigorous fight made 
ageinst tt by Representative Gillett of Mas- 
sachusetts, who ie# nothing on this earth i¢ 
he is not @ reformer. He insisted that it 
was insolent for a little committee of con- 
gress to attempt to upset a work of reform 
inaugurated by the president of the United 
States, and he predicted that the people 
would sustain the president and would not 
back up congress in its adherence to old 
fashioned spelling. Mr. Gillett displayed a 
good deal of enthusiasm and not a little 
warmth in his argument. 

Almost his only friend in the discussion 
on the committee was Martin Madden of Chi- 
cago, who said that the simpler the spelling 
was the better he liked it, but he did not 
stand out against the committee as Gillett 
did. ; 

Tt is a fact well known to friends of the 
president that he has not been particularly 
pleased at the reception accorded to his 
adoption of .spelling reform by the people 
throughout the country. It was a serious 
matter to him, and he promulgated his order 
in all good faith, believing that it would be 
well to give the people an example of the 
economy of the new system by having them 
accustomed to-read it in their public execu- 
tive documents. He was not prepared for 
ridicule to so great an extent, and those who 
have attempted to make fun of the new 
spelling in the presence of President Roose- 
velt have noticed an angry little gleam in 
his @yes indicative of the fact that he con- 
sidered the matter too serious to joke about. 


Veto Would Cause Trouble. 

If this paragraph goes through the house 
and is passed by the senate it will then come 
before the president as one item of a great 
appropriation bill. 
veto items. To get at this he would bé forced 
to vete the entire appropriation bill. This 
| would paralyze the operation of the govern- 
ment to a considerable extent next summer, 
beceuse this particular appropriation meas- 
ure covers salaries and running expenses, as 
ite title indicates, for almost every depart- 
ment of the government. 

It would tie up the courts and keep the con- 
gressmen themselves gut of their salaries 
and perquisites. Even the president's salary 
would be held up on him. If he should veto 
the appropriation bill on account of the spell- 
ing paragraph, it would surely necessitate an 
extra session of congress. For all these rea- 
sons it is more than likely the presideht will 
gracefully accept the congressional disap- 
proval of hig epelling reform. 

It is possible in the meanwhile, however, 
that executive influence may be used in con- 
gress to modify the direction in some way, 
so that the public printer may be enabled to 
print the president's message or some speci- 
fied public document under the system of or- 
thography favored by the chief executive for 
the time being. 


Endless Confusion if Reform Holds. 

To mest members this is the thing that 
congress should avoid. They would not mind 
if the president's executive order was the 
end of the spelling reform. They are con- 
vinced, however, that the president himself 
might desire to add a bunch of words next 
summer and the president who followed him 
might see fit to take all the reformed words 
beck again, and so the government records 
would be in a hopeless state of confusion, 

The general sentiment in congress, entirely 
aside from any antagonism to the president, 
is that an attempt to change a language 
should proceed in a proper manner among | 
the people under the direction of the best | 
writers and speakers, and that the govern- 
ment records, printed and written, should 
reflect the best grammar and orthography 
current at that particular time. 

It was this theory which dictated the knock 
out blow to the new spelling directed by the 
report of the appropriation committee today, 
and it wae this, and thie elone, which will 
induce congress to compel the public printer 
to follow the recognized standards of spelling, 
and to ignore entirely those set for him re- 
cently by President Roosevelt.

DEATHAND HEROES 
FIGHT ON CAMPUS.

reach the north side of. the building that the 
three firemen were killed. They. had 
stretched a hose into one of the windows 
directly under the gable roof when without 
warning the massive stone wall fell outward, 
strangely enough directly in the face of the 
high wind. Robinson, Landon, and Rumsey 
were crushed to death. Their bodies were 
carried to their homes. 

All day long parties of searchers under 
the immediate direction of Capt. Barton, 
commandant of the Cornell cadet corps, have 
been ransacking the ruins for the bodies of 
Nichols and Grelle. Uptoa late hour tonight 
only one trunk had been found, and it was 
impossible to: tell which one of the men it 
was. 

Among the injured the only serlous:case¢ 
is that of Lawrence A. Pope, a freshman 
from East Orange, N. J., and full back on 
the Cornell freshman eleven. He had es- 
caped from the building but rushed back to 
save a friend and was so badly burned from 
his toes to his hips and inhaled so much fire 
it is exceedingly doubtful whether he will 
recover. 

Historic House Destroyed. 

It is estimated the property loss will exceed 
200,000. The house in itself was worth close 
to that amount and as its inmates came from 
wealthy families, there is every reason to be- 
live thousands of dollars of personal effects 
were destroyed. 

‘The Chi Psi fraternity house was one of the 
most beatitiful structures in this part of the 
country and the finest fraternity house ih the 
world. It was built of gray stone on a knoll 
at the southwest corner of*the Cornell cam- 
pus and was visible for many mewn + wet 
vetley.: dt: was-puilt by Prof. Fieke ef Corne 
“aniver y, at one tithe the-universtty libra- 
rian and a famous authority on Germanic and 
Icelandic literature, for Jennie McGraw 
Fiske, his wife. 

It had an interesting history. Mre. Fiske 
was a daughter of. John McGraw of Ithaca, 
one of the earliest benefactors of Cornell uni- 
versity, and she, too, was lavish in her gifts 
to the university. In 1880 she married Prof. 
Willard Fiske and the couple spent their 
honeymoon in Europe, and the money she had 
inherited was spent in the purchase of paint- 
ings and statuary, with which she intended to 
fill the beautiful mansion, where for many 
years she had dreamed of having her home. 


Early Tragedy of House. 

It was her ideal to make it the center of 
university social activity. But fate would 
Lave it otherwise. Always delicate, it be- 
came necessary for her to travel constantly 
in northern Europe and Egypt for her health, 
Failing and realizing her end was near, she 
desired to return to her native land. Onthe 
return journey she was etricken with a fatal 
iiiness and was met at the Ithaca station by 
a coach. from which she caught her first and 
last glimpse of the beautiful mansion She 
Gied a few dave after her arrival and the 
funeral was held from the newly completed 
mansion. The house tn 1895 was purchased 
by the Chi Psi fraternity. 


Ww. H. Nichols, reporied to have lost his 
life in the fire at Cornell university, wasa son 
of George R. Nichols, member of the board of 
trade and of the firm of Young & Nichols, 
commission merchants, 169 East Jackson 
boulevard. Nichols was 19 years old, and a 
member of the senior class. His brother, 
George R. Nichols Jr., attends the Cornell 
university preparatory school. The first 
news received by the parents, who reside at 
the-Metropole hotel, Micnigan avenue and 
Twenty-third street, was a telegram from 
the president of the university, which read: 

The Chi Psi house destroyed by fire. Your son, 
Ww. H. Nichols, among the missing. Apparently

Mr. and Mrs. Nichols left immediately on 
an 11 o'clock train for Ithaca.

It contained a declara- 
tion to the effect that the object of the 
measures solely wag to.exercise reassuring 
influence upon the Moroccan population. 
He added that Germany had no cause to op- 
pose joint Franco-Spanish action. 

Radical Provokes Laughter. 

Herr Blumenthal, radical, asked how it 
could be asserted that the Algeciras conven- 
tion guaranteed the independence of the sul- 
Ic The question was greeted with laugh- 
er. 

It should be entitled, according to Herr 
Blumenthal, “ regulation of the sultan’s in- 
depéendence.”” If the French and Spanien 
commanders landed troops in Morocco the 
occupation of that country might last as long 
as the British oecupation of Egypt. Ger- 
Oany’s satisfaction with the Algeciras ar- 
rangement was the old story of the fox and 
the grapes. The speaker regretted that such 
a display of power was necessary to secure 
such meagre results. 

Herr Blumenthal quoted Chancellor von 
Bilew's recent remark, “In Servia we are 
Austrian and in Bulgaria Russian,” adding: 

“And why not ‘In Morocco, French?’ 
That would have been much the better way 
to protect German interests in Morocco. «we 
Algeciras convention necessarily must lead 
to the preponderance of Frange in Morocco, 
but a farseeing government should have 
foreseen this result in advance and have 
spared us all disagreeable complicatione by 
following an inteiligent, upright policy.” 


Morocco Battle Imminent. 


Melilla, Morocco, Dec. 7.—A detachment of 
the sultan’s troops, under the command of 
Kaid Bachina, has crossed the Moulouya 
river, and native runners report that the pre- 
tender’s- followers are preparing to attack 
the Sherifian force. The result of the battle 
anxiously is awaited, although it is believed 
here that the sultan'’s soldiers will be victo- 
rious. 


DETAILS OF MARINE HORROR 
CAUSED BY FLOATING MINE. 


Loss of ‘Russian Volunteer Steamer 
Varagen, by Which 200 Perished, 
Resulted 9O Seconds After Contact. 


Victoria, B. C., Dec. 7.—Details concerning 
the loss of the Russian volunteer steamer 
Varyagen, which struck a floating mine near 
blown ur, causing the 
drowning of over 200 persons, have been re- 
ceived from Vladivostok. 

The steamer wag en route to Gongouz bay 
and after leaving ‘Viadivostok was driven 
north. by a northwest gale. The course lay 
four miles north of the mine field.’ Wien 
about four miles off Cape Manchuria the 
stern struck a submerged mine.” The for 
ward. part ofthe vessel, drawing ten feet, 
passed over the mine without touching it, 
the mine exploding immediately upon con- 
tact. 

The catastrophe was so sudden that no 
boats could be got or steps taken to save pas- 
sengers. A panic resulted. From the mo- 
ment of the explosfon until the destruction 
of the vessel not more than ninety seconds 
elapsed. Of the entire complement of 250 
passengers, 47 were saved, and the remain- 
der perished. Of the crew of 23, 14 were 
saved. 


Several Chinese junks arrived about thirty 


minutes after the disaster and began to res- 
cue the half frozen people who were floating 
about on wreckage over an area of 400 yards. 
Many families were left entirely destitute at 
Viadivostok because of the loss of parents 
in the disaster. A number of prominent Rus- 
sians were among the drowned.

Former Sheriff James Pease Is

‘The state insurance department has been 
added to the number which Gov. Deneen is 
expected to reorganize before the session of 
the legislature. Supt. Vredenburg, who has 
been in charge of the department since the 
death of Henry Yates during the last state 
administration, will be succeeded by a new 
appointee whose name has not been made 
known. 

It is not likely that many appointments 
“will be made before the session, but some of 
the departments, it is understood, are to be 
changed and probably within the next week.

FIFTY: ON THIS MONTH. 


Council Subeommittee Appoint- 
ed to, Take Up Plans for 
New Loops Downtown. 


The traction companies yesterday sprung 
@ pleasant little surprise on the council com- 
mittee on transportation. They said they 
would have 260 new cars in operation by 
the middle of January. As for congested 
conditions during the holidaye they could not 
promise to improve them. Business on the 
car lines is now 20 per cent higher than it 
was last month and the glad Christmas sea- 
son is the cause of it. 

Meanwhile the committee took a few meas- 
ures for improving the service pending gen- 
eral settlement of the traction question. 
That has been deferred until Monday morn- 
ing, when the éngineers’ valuations of the 
traction properties will be submitted to the 
committee. . 

* We will put on fifty new cars Dec. 16,” 
said W. W. Gurley for the Union Traction 
company. “That will help some. On Jan. 
10 100 more new cars that cost the company 
$600,000 will be put in operation.” President 
T. EB. Mitten of the Chicago City railway 
company also had good news for the com- 
mittee. 

“We are putting on new cars at the rate 
of three or four a day,” he said, “ and will 
keep it up until we have added 100.”’ 


New Downtown Loops Proposed. 

Ald. W. P. Dunn was appointed chairman 
of a subcommittee to take up immediately 
with Bion J. Arnold, the city’s engineering 
department, and the Union Traction com- 
pany plans for relieving congestion in the 
downtown district by substituting new and 
independent loops for those now in use. 

“Do you know,” asked Ald. Dunn, “ that 
North Clark street cars have to stop at four- 
teen crossings in the loop? They have to 
stop twice at every crossing. That's the rea- 
son there’s congestion downtown.” 

It was made known that the dangerous 
down grade of the North Clark street line 
as it approaches the Clark street bridge 
from the north as well as the equally dan- 
gerous approach in Wells street was to be 
made safe by derailing devices. 

“The Union Traction company has asked 
if I would recommend a permit for these 
devices,”’ said Walter L. Fisher, special trac- 
tion attorney for the city, “‘in a discussion 
that followed an amendment to the city code 
which provided for the stopping of all street 
cars within 100 feet of swing or bascule 
bridges and railroad crossings."’ 

Dr. Maurice F. Doty, city superintend- 
ent of transportation, called the attention 
of the committee to the danger even at bas- 
cule bridges. He said that the forward 
trucks of a Blue Island avenue car had run 
into the bascule bridge at Harrison street 
and that a derailing device was the only per- 
fect safeguard. 


Dispute About Scarcity of Men. 


In arguments om the hew schedule ordi- 
nance, designed to give every passenger a 
seat except during the rush hours by pro- 
viding for more cars, Mr. Mitten again 
pleaded that it was Impossible to secure men.

In “ANTHONY OVERMAN,” by Miriam

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One of the many fine drawings by Howard Pyle for the new holiday edition of the 
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ever new poem of country life, mR by Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
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no time cropped so much as one note out of 
key. 

The power that Mr. Moore has of remem- 
bering and reproducing his own emotions is 
not to be excelled ‘among modern writers. 
The fancies, the melancholy castles in the 
air—or crypts perhaps would be a better 
word than castles—of the last sketch in the 
volume, ‘‘ Resurgam,” is a fine instance of 
this. The little pastel, ‘‘Sunday Evening 
in London,” and that piteous sketch, ‘‘ The 
End of Marie Pellegrin,’’ show that he can 
do equally well in “still life painting’ or 
in touching genre. Some of the work might 
call forth a ‘“‘ bravo” from Guy de Maupas- 
sant. And the work is essentially French 
work, not English. To have lived unafraid 
of your most hedonistic impulses, and then 
to report them with delight in the reporting, 
all the time making a preachment for the ir- 
responsible, is not English. It may be writ- 
ten in English, but that seems a more or 
less immaterial incident. Eliminate certain 
ideas from literature, such as an apprecia- 
tion of the beauty of sacrifice, or the fine, 
cold exhilaration of duty well done—that air 
as of high altitude—and the feeling and sen- 
timent ceases to be English. For example:

“All this is twenty years ago,’’ says Moore, 
speaking of a dead and gone flirtation 
{where are the ladies of yesteryear?). ‘* All 
this was twenty years ago, and is it not 
silly to spend the afternoon thinking of such 
rubbish? But it is of euch rubbish that our 
lives are made. Shall I go to her now and 
see her in her decadence? Gray hair has not 
begun to appear yet in the blond, it never 
will turn gray, but she was shriveling a little 
the last time I saw her.. And next year she 
will be older. At her age a year counts for 
double. Others are more worthy of a visit. 
If I do not go to her this year, shall I go 
next7?’’ 

There is in this brutality something not at 
all English. The Anglo-Saxons love senti- 
ment. They like mellow wine—like old 
friends and even old sweethearts. They 
prize the spiritual qualities, and love to get 


the aroma of dead delights. But Moore's 
inamorita had got a double chin and so the 
devil take her! That he himself may have 
accumulated embonpoint seems not to enter 
the question. He is simply and quite won- 
derfully brutal and overpoweringly frank. 
And it is all bad taste. 

It is long since decided, I believe, that one 
cannot be at once an artist and a gentleman. 
Mr. Moore’s sincere insincerity—that is, his 
frank confessions of irresponsibility—mark 
him as a person of indelicate habit of mind 
—one of those horrid creatures who hold you 
by the sleeve and give you confidences you 
do not wish to receive. Is he then an art- 
ist? Can one be at once an artist and a man 
of bad taste? Probably this will be decided 
in the affirmative! 

There seemed something disinterested 
about ‘‘ Esther Waters.’’ It was a protest 
that seemed to spring from the heart of com- 
passion. ‘The Lake,’’ too, appeared to have 
its inspiration in sympathy with a man im- 
mured in its beliefs, and by hook or crook 
one was glad to have Father Goharty go 
free. But “‘ Memoirs of My Dead Life,’’ over 
and above its wonderful enjoyment of all 
that is beautiful and mysterious, reveals a 
hedonistic selfishness which revolts “‘the av- 
erage moralist "' even more than.Mr. Moore 
thought it would. EvIA W. PEATTIBS. 


Mr. Ellis Parker Butler, who has made some 
reputation as a writer of humorous things, 
has collected a number of his short stories, 
which he calls * PERKINS OF PORT- 
LAND” (Herbert R. Turner &Co.). The 
character of Perkine, something between 
Col. Sellers and Mr. Micawber, is funny be- 
cause of his belief in the efficiency of adver- 
tising, but after the first two or three tales, 
he begins to pall on the reader. The humor, 
however, at times is quite taking.

A bishop with a sense of humor is a god- 
send to his diocese, if not to the world, and 
the diocese of Centra] Pennsylvania must be 
especially blessed, for Bishop Ethelbert Tal- 
bot’has' that sense particulafly well devel- 
oped, although not to the degree that it 
interferes with his dignity or his apprecia- 
tion of sacred things. : 

His series of reminiscent papers, which ran

Over this immense ter- 
ritory the undaunted bishop walked and rode, 
sometimes on horseback and sometintes on 
stage. He often slept in the open and shot 
He presided aver cowboys, 
miners, sheep herders, farmers, ranchmen, 


“with a generous sprinkling of gamblers, sa- 


loonkeepers, and general “ bad men.’’ But 
in his eleven years of service, when mingling 
with the roughest elements of the human 
race, he never was insulted and never wanted 
a friend. 

In the rawest, most lawless districts they 
were always glad to see him and were ever 
ready to help him: open services. The dance 
halle, where he preached before he organ- 
izes churches and built edifices, were always 
crowded with men who, if their manners were 
rough and their language unconventional, 
never failed to respect his cloth and the 
office it represented and to listen attentively 
to his exortations, as though craving for 
something they had abandoned with the east. 

Quickly here and there churches were és- 
tablished and priests were sent out to carry 
on the work he had started.

INCE Francis Palgrave edited his 
"Treasury of Songe and Lyrice”’~— 
that book “ more golden than gold "— 
anthologies have been ripe in the land. 
Even Palgrave himself became tauto- 
logical when he published other similar an- 
thologies. There has been of late a strong 
tendency to classify everything in the way 
of poetry—humorous poems, love poems, ath- 
letic verse, consolatory poems, epithalamies, 
elegies, satires, each have now their sepa- 
rate volume and their distinct usefulness to 
the reader, though it would seem as though 
the true lover of poems would prefer to seek 
out his choice rather than have it made for 
him, 

However, when all is said and done con- 
cerning anthologies, thelr benefits and evils, 
it is with a distinct sense of pleasure and nov- 
elty that one turne to John Masefield’s se- 
lection of sea verse, entitled “ A SAILOR’S 
GARLAND.”

Of course the first interest in these rre- 
moirs is political, but at the same time there 
is much that one ‘not interested in politics 
will find of absorbing interest in these vol- 
times. Bismarck is the central figure of these 
memoirs. It is what Prince Hohenlohe has 
to say about him, the light in which he places 
him before the world, that has made the 
sensation. The reason why Bismarck fell is 
quoted at second hand by Prince Hohenlohe. 
Me heard that the kaiser told his generals 

“that he dropped Bismarck because he would 
not renew the secret treaty which gave Rus- 
sia a free hand in Bulgaria and in Con- 
stontinople. The kaiser told Prince Hohen- 
lohe in December, 1891, that Bismarck was 
behind all the intrigues and discussions that 
were going on.- The kaiser apparently had

He had just read in a 
newspaper that an Englishman maintained that 
England ought to acquire a point 1,000 miles north 
of Hongkung. “ Mais ce serait ches nous,” he 
laughingly added, Finally he spoke about Ar- 
menia. He was sick of the Armenian business, 
and hoped that there would now be an end to it. 
Raids of brigands took place everywhere. In the 
Caucasus, too, the Armenians were plundered and 
caused trouble. It,was, therefore, time to settle 
this question, else the disturbance would spread. 

As I was leaving he intrusted me with his best 
greetings to the émperor, and added: “Dites &]’em- 
pereur qu’fl continue & m’écrire personelliement 
quand il aura quelque chose & me comm uniquer.”’

In 1851 Prince Hohenlohe visited England, 
and later, in 1859, when he put up at a hotel 
in Jermyn street, which he describes as 
mediocre. He calis the, English slaves of 
habit, because they drive in Hyde Park at 
the same hour. Of course, while in London 
he dined with royalty at Buckingham palace. 
Dinner was set for 8 o'clock, but was not 
served until much later, much to his disgust. 
While waiting, Prince Ernst Leiningen,whom 
he had not seen for ten years, came in. He was 
in the British navy and “‘ wore a great many 
medals which he had had from the Crimean 
war.” After him “sidled in King Leopold 
of the Belgians, with his old foxy face,” and 
with him his second son, the Count of 
Flanders, “‘a tall, fair, dull youth.” Prince 
Albert came in shortly afterwards and 
greeted Prince Hohenlohe “in his usual 
friendiy way.’’ As they were talking the 
queen entered, accompanied by her daughter, 
Princess Alice, and Prince Hohenlohe’s aunt, 
when they all moved into the large reception 
room, ‘There was much talking, but the 
prince recollects nothing distinctly of the 
conversatign, which being English was car- 
ried on with some difficulty on his part, 
Prince Paul Esterhazy, who has just ar- 
rived from Vienna, sat near the queen and 
talked to her in a loud voice. He told her 
of his stay in Russia, and she seemed to be 
much amused with his recital. After the 
ladies left the room Prince Hohenlohe went- 
to sit near.Prince Albert, and the conversa- 
tion turned, as was natural, on the Austro- 
French war:— 

“He spoke of the emperor of Austria and 
his policy unfavorably, and maintained that 
the Archduke Ferdinand Max had arrived 
at no better results in Italy, because he had 
been always hindered and distracted from 
Vienna, whatever he tried to do. I then said 
that all this was new to me. ‘ Generally,’ he 
said to me, ‘ one cannot augur favorably of 
a man who has been educated by the Jesuits, 
as they recognize only the evil side of their

At another time during the same visit, 
Prince Hohenlohe dined again at court:— 
* Herel saw the prince of Wales (the pres- 
‘ent king) who had just returned from his con- 


tinental travels. He talked to me a. great’ 


éeal about Rome and his sea trip to Gibraltar 
on Victor's ship. He seems a thoroughly 
well brought up young man, rather in awe 
of his father. Unfortunately he is remark- 
ably short for his age.”’ 

Prince Hohenlohe was very fond of Queen 
Victoria with whorhe had a life-long friend- 
ship, and he sincerely mourned her death:— 

And so our good Queen Victoria is now gone, 
too! I mourn her with all my heart. To me she 
wae always a gracious friend (ginnerin),.and after 
she had Jost all her old friends, as must happen 
in old age; she remembered one of the few survivors 
of the days of her youth, and only last year she 
sent me an invitation through our émperor to visit 
her once more. That could not be done, and I was 
hoping that she would again have come to Nice, 
where I would have paid hera visit. I believe that 
the South African war distressed her more than the 
aged lady could bear, and that the barbarously 
selfish policy of the English statesmen to which 
she had to submit shortened her life. I shall always 
keep her in faithful remembrance. 


. 
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These memoirs are more or less irregular, 
as the diary jumps from one country to an- 
other, yet the story is consecutive. We 
haveé one entry; for instance, Berlin, Oct.29, 
1853, relating to an interview with the Ger- 
man emperor, and the next entry is Paris, 
Nov. 4, the same year, giving an interview 
with President Grevy. Of thginterview with 
the kaiser Prince Hohenlohe fays: 

At haif-past 4 I was summoned to the emperor. 
He told me all ee of things about Homburg, ex- 
tolled the king of Spain, said that the telegram 
that had appeared in the newspapers, in which he 
is supposed to have said that he knew quite well 
the insults were directed againet Germany, was 
an invention. The king of Spain had assured him 
that he would side with Gerniany if France made 
war upon us, to which the emperor had replied that 
he was young and hasty and should consider the 
matter carefully. We should be well satisfied 
with a benevolent neutrality. Then our relations 
with Russia came uhder discussion. The emperor 
of Russia had miade him the most promising assur- 
ances, and he believed in their Sincerity. He had 
told Giers that he might suggest any policy to him, 
so long as it was not a policy that might lead to 
war with Germany. That was all satisfactory. 
only {t wae not incompatible with the array of 
troops on the frontier, and so he “had advised 
the emperor, through Doelgoruky, to lessen the 
number of troops on the frontier. He would raise 
no objectiofis to the construction of railways and 
fortresses. But the cavalry on the frontier was 
a grave symptom. The emperor went on talking 
in the same strain until he noticed that it was 5 
o'clock, when he reldased me, to go upstairs to 
the other guests.

Philip Gibbs? Book Gives Us Inter- 
esting Side ‘Lights on the Note-

Philip Gibbs in his “* MEN AND WOMEN 
OF THE FRENCH REVOLUTION ” QJ. B. 
Lippincott company) gives us a brilliant and 
interesting series of pictures of a few of the 
leading figures of that time of awful upheaval 
of society. Royalist and revolutionist in turn 
pass in review. Louis, the vacillating lock- 
emith monarch, weak and compromising in 
times of stress, yet meeting death like an 
aro-nted king and a gentleman when his 
hour came; Marie Antoinette, proud and 
haughty to the last; Mme. Roland, a bit of a 
poseuse, but faithful to her ideals neverthe- 
less; Mirabeau, Danton, Desmoulins, Talley- 
ran, Robespierre, Marat, the Girondins dying 
miserably in prison,-on the scaffold, or by 
their own hands in the fields and woods about 
Paris; Lafayette and a host of minor men; 
glimpses of the romantic Swedish adventurer, 
Fersen, and our own Gouverneur Morris, 
each playing hig part, big and little, in the 
terrible tragedy. 

Mr. Gibbs has decided royalist leanings, but 
this does not prevent him from doing justice 
to some of the characters on the other side. 
Lafayette he regards as an opportunist, 
which he undoubtedly wae, and Desmou- 
lins and Marat he has Httle praise for, but 
the general picture he drawsfs truthful and 
striking. One of his best bits of character 
drawing is that in which he depicts Mirabeau, 
one of the most inconsistent persons of this 
inconsistent period, There are plenty of 
touching incidents described by the author, 
the heroism of Lucille Desmoulins, the scenes 
in the Temple prison, the miserable death of 
Roland and some of his associates. 

Morris comes in-for considerable notice, 
and there are interesting extracts from his 
diary and letters showing the part he played 
as American envoy and the inside informa- 
tion he received of Talleyrand's plans from 
the latter’s friend, Mme. de Flauhut. -The 
introductory chapters on the court life at Ver- 
sailles, the men and women of the salons, and 
the philosophers contain the best writing in 
the book. The work is illustrated with a 
number of fine portraits and some other il- 
lustrations from French sources. It is worthy 
of a high place in the literature of the French 
revolution. 
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Harper & Bros. have published in a single 
volume “SELECTED LYRICAL POEMS 
OF SWINBURNE,” including his first pub- 
lished volume, “‘ Poems and Ballads,”’ in 
which appeared the celebrated ‘‘ Laue 
Veneris.’’ To these have been added many 
of his later poems of a lyrical nature.
